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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: [a] treatment dosage forms (pulsatile, bolus, time release), [b] cancers (solid 
tumor, nonsolid tumor), [c] treatments for cancer (chemotherapy, radiotherapy) and [d] 
cognitive side effects (sedation, neurobehavioral slowing, decreased cognitive function, 
depression, apathy, decreased libido, depersonalization). The species are independent 
or distinct because: time release dosages are designed differently than bolus or 
pulsatile dosages and each of the dosages produces a different concentration profile of 
active ingredient in the body and, therefore, will function differently; there are many 
types, and causes for cancer, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not expected the 
treatment of one type of cancer to treat another type; chemotherapy and radiotherapy 
are two distinct types of treatment for cancer, one utilizes chemicals, while the other 
utilizes radiation to kill cancer cells; the side effects are varied and do not overlap. 

Claims 47-55 are directed to the species of pulsatile dosage. 

Claims 56-64 are directed to the species of bolus dosage. 

Claims 65-73 are directed to the species of time release dosage. 

Claims 49-50, 58-59, 67-68 are directed to the species of cancers (solid tumor or 
nonsolid tumors. 

Claims 51 , 60, and 69 are directed to the species of treatments for cancer 
(chemotherapy or radiotherapy). 
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Claims 55, 64, 73 and 78 are directed to the species of cognitive side effects 
(sedation, neurobehavioral slowing, decreased cognitive function, depression, apathy, 
decreased libido, depersonalization). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of 
each [a], [b], [c] and [d] for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 47-78 are 
generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from Or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141.
